A  friend  writing  to  me  fro*  Zululand, 
who  has  had  great  experience  in  con¬ 
valescent  camps,  says  that  he  has  never 
met  with  so  many  soldiers  prostrated 
with  extreme  nervous  debility  as  he 
finds  at  Martisburg.  and  that  their  agi¬ 
tation  and  unrest  baffles  tike  ordinary 
modes  of  treatment.  I  can  account  for 
this.  The  Zulu  war  lms  bam  a  war  in 
which  an  extraordinary  mental  strain 
has  been  superadded  to  no  ordinary 
amount  of  hardship.  To  say  that  the 
battle  of  Isand Una  established  a  “scare” 
would  not  Mrgoing  too  far.
